His Excellency was then fresented with 
the address from the Committee, which was 
read by. Major Wellesley. 


THE ADDRESS. 

The eddress said that on behalf of the Com- 
mittee of the Duke of Connanght’s Auxiliary 
Hospital they thanked His Excellency for his 
kindness in coming to the farewell reception. 
Proceeding, it reviewed the h.story of the hos. 
ital, and stated that an appeal had been made 
Mí funds chiefly amongst the inhabitants of 
the South and West of Ireland,. There had 
been a most liberal response, Six thousand 
pounds had bean. received in subseriptions, in 
addition to a sum of £2,000 granted by the 
British Red Cross and the Order of St. John 
of Jerusalem Especially mentioned was the 
name of Mrs. Adair, who most liberally guaran- 
teed the rent of £300 a year. The hospital was 
opened, fully equipped with sixty beds, on 18th 
April, 1917. Three hundred and ‘twenty-eight 
artificial legs and 120 arms had been supplied, 
end a iarg: number of pensioners had been ad- 
mitted for the repair, adjustment, and renewal 
of their limbs. Im all, 958 cases had been dealt 
with. The Commottee had been most fortunate 
in the appointment of Captain (new Major) C. 
C. De Burgh Daly as Commandant of the hos- 
pital, anil it was to bes veal for the welfare of 
the men and his unfailing sympathy with them 
that the success which the Committee hoped 
had been achieved was largely due. Im order to 
provide empicyment for the mes substantial 
sheds had been built, in wiiich boot-making and 
repairing and “erate - had been taught 
with considerable success n cases where men 
efter their discharge from the Army had set 
up im business for themselves free grants to 

ive them a start in life had been made by the 
anailis, Many men had been placed in 
comfortabie situations. The Committee said 
that thanks were due for the loyal co-operation 
and devotion to duty of the paid staff and o 
the unselfish band of voluntary workers. His 
Excellency would be pleased to hear that the 

remises were now being taken over by the 
oval Drummond Institution for the orphan 
daughters of sokbers. They regretted that their 
activities in connection with that hospital must 
now cease, byt rejoiced, in common with all His 
Majesty's loyal subjects, that thw.resals had 
been brought about by the winning of a glorions 
and honourable peace, in the ettainment or 
which His Excellency and the immortal Army 
that he had led. bad plaved such a hero end
